ASKS WST OF CAPITOL 


Convinced that 
the 
women and 
children of La Crosse and neighbor­ 
ing towns who go to Pettibone park 
on Barron’3 island for picnics and 
other outings during 
the 
summer 
months are practically without pro­ 
tection because of the impossibility 
of properly policing that great public 
playground under present conditiona, 
the La Crosse Park commission has 
decided to make an effort to bring 
the island within the jurisdiction of 
the city of La Crosse. 
To this end 
a bill ceding the island to the state 
of Wisconsin has been introduced in 
the legislature of Minnesota and ev­ 
ery effort will be made to procure 
its passage. 
The bill was introduced by Sena­ 
tor Duxbury of Houston county, at 
the La Crosse park commission’s re­ 
quest and has his able support. Back­ 
ed by the sentiment of a large pro­ 
portion of the citizens 
of 
Houston 
county in whose domain the island 
now lies, the friends of the measure 
have great hope that the bill will re­ 
ceive the favorable consideration of 
the Minnesota senate committee on 
judiciary to whom the bill has been 
referred. 
If this committee makes 
a favorable report on the measure 
it is believed that it will meet with 
little opposition either in the senate- 
or house. 
Sentiment Changed 
Although a similar bill was de­ 
feated ten years ago, a canvass of 
the residents of Houston county re­ 
veals a considerable change in senti­ 
ment since that time. 
The advocates 
of the proposed cession take further 
comfort in the fact that there has 
been no apparent effort up to the 
present to present the bill in the form 
of a trade whereby the state of Wis­ 
consin cedes to the state of Minne­ 
sota the island lying opposite the 
city of Red Wing. The attempt to co­ 
ordinate these two measures defeat­ 
ed the Barron’s island bill ten years 
ago because the city of Red Wing 
was unable to secure the consent of 
the owners of the island and conse­ 
quently the state of Wisconsin could 
not cede the land to another state. 
Former Assemblyman John E. Mc­
